M A T T ER of forming 
capital, tile newspaper,

prise from keeping its earnings for 
Its own improvement or for a rainy 
day. Corporate anti personal taxes 
Ilav« added a cost to operations 
which limit the formation of cap 
ital. Many newspapers have folded 
because they lacked the capital to 
make the improvements essential 
to maintain a competitive business, j 
The report states: “ Monopolistic 
practices, together with the cost of 
machinery and the momentum of 
big going concerns, have made It 
hard for new ventures to enter the 
field of mass communications ” It 
does not factually emphasize, how 
ever, the cost of production, the 
Increased cost of newsprint, the 
raw materials of this industry, in 
creased cost of wages, increased 
taxes, increases In every type of 
operations. Or maybe, the profess 
ors feel that they need not bother

It will not he the 
labor legislation of the Congress 
hut the probable decline of em­ 
ployment which will change labor 
relations once again. 


T H E R E IS an underlying prob­ 
lem he!.*, foi which no solution is 
known, which Is at Hie heart of the 
industrial problem throughout the 
world and which it would tie much 
more agreeable to Ignore.

BU T C O N T RA RY to the implied 
promises of Marx, the alndiHon of 
unemployment

by the regimentation of labor. The 
compulsion of unemployment was 
replaced 
by 
the conscription of 
labor, Hie whip of poverty by the 
whip of the police. Socialism In 
Russia achieved full employment 
and substantial production but la­ 
bor was no longer free. 
These countries, we say, are not 
democracies, 
and 
n e v e r 
have 
known 
freedom 
Therefore 
the 
world 
will 
watch 
Great 
Britain 
anxiously. 
For 
there, 
under the 
1-abor party, the world is witness­ 
ing 
the great experimental test 
as to whether under full employ­ 
ment which Britain has, with high 
productivity which she must have 
to survive and 
with 
free labor 
which she dings to with deep con­ 
viction an answer can 
be found 
to the riddle of the shinx. That, 
rather than whether this or that 
industry

the historical

The Telephone Strike Can Be Ended Now 


THE COMPANY SAYS that its wages are good and compare favorably with those paid in the same communi­ 
ties. Besides good wages there are seven holidays with pay; up to three weeks vacation with pay; sick­ 
ness benefits by the company starting with four weeks full pay and nine weeks half pay for two years 
service and going up to a maximum of a year’s full pay; one of the most liberal pension plans carried 
entirely by the company; a steady job the year round; interesting work in congenial surroundings. 


THE UNION SAYS that it wants much more; $12.00 per week increase and other changes adding up to a 
great deal more. Nobody blames anybody for that—telephone people are good people and it is natural to 
want more. 


THE PUBLIC WANTS a fair settlement and it wants it now. Customers have a right to service and they have 
a right to a settlement that is fair to them. Wages come out of the rates that are paid for service. Most 
of these rates are for service within Ohio and are subject to approval by the Ohio public through their 
delegated authorities. The total cost of the union demands would be $35,000,000 per year or almost three 
times the total earnings of the company last year. The cost on the average would be over $2.00 per month’ 
per telephone. 


The Strike Can Be Ended No w If Wages Are The Real Issue 


All the union and the company have to do is to agree upon, say, three good and impartial people and abide 
by their decision as to what the wages should be in Ohio. Both sides of the case may be presented fully. That is 
arbitration and it has been used many times to settle hon est differences of opinion. 


Arbitration in Ohio could be completed in thirty days, and the wage rates settled, while everybody would 
be at work and be getting their pay. 


The company agreed to abide by such a decision be fore the strike started. It will now. The strike can stop 
now without the loss of wages that goes on week by week. 


Why Is This Offer Refused By The Union? 


Can it be that the leaders have signed away the right to bargain such a settlement in Ohio?, 


Can it be that gathering together the power of a national union is more important than getting Ohio wages 
settled? 
Can it be that union shop (compulsory membership in the union, denying the right to work of those who do 
not join or who lose their membership) is more important than getting a fair settlement of wages?- 
Can it be that, for these reasons, the bargaining that was done was doomed to failure before it started?, 


If not, then why, in the name of common sense can’t the Ohio Federation of Telephone Workers, with whom 
the company has always bargained in good faith, agree to so fair a proposition as abiding by the judgment of an 
arbitration board which they would select in collaboration with the company ? 
There is everything to gain by accepting arbitration. Service can be resumed to the public. Work and wages 
can go ahead. The settlement can be accomplished promptly. 
Plant employees in this section (usually referred to as maintenance, installation, repair and construction) 
represented by the Plant Employees Council of Southwestern Ohio Telephone Workers Inc. are not on strike.

Vandenberg'^ Republican col­ 
leagues who had raised bitter ob­ 
jections in the Sen ate to what they 
said was an “inconsistent'’ foreign 
policy of attem pting to rush mili­

relief supplies to save 
Turkey and G reece from Commu­ 
nism while attem pting t o ship H i p 
Russians equipm ent to m ake high- 
octane gasoline for airplanes. 


B U T IT A P P A R E N T L Y left Sen 
Vandenberg 
in

embarrassing 
position of opposing a State De­

prepared to sw allow reluctantly.
